ment. Three were in Canal 
Point, two.in Belle Glade and 
two in West Boca Raton. The 
total number of confirmed SLE 
this year is 24, and 14 of those 
were located in Western Palm 
Beach County near the lake. 

Sentinel chickens are used to 
detect and confirm the mosqui- 
to-borne transmission of SLE 
in the local enyironment. Other 
local factors, such as the type 
and number of mosquitoes, 
rainfall patterns and environ- 
mental conditions are also uti- 
lized to ‘predict conditions 
where the risk of SLE disease 
to humans is heightened. 

SLE can cauSe a spectrum of 
disease in people. Many indì- 
viduals'will not experience any 
signs or symptoms; others may 
exhibit flu-like symptoms such 
as persistent headaches, fever, 
neck or body aches. In a few se- 
vere cases, a person may devel- 
op febrile headache to aseptic 
meningitis to encephalitis. 
Health officials say post-out- 
break studies indicate 20% of 
infections result in symptoms. 
Severe cases may result in éo- 
ma and death, with most fatal-

Attention Deficit Hyperactivi- 
«ty Disorder (ADHD), also known 
as Attention Deficit Disorder-or 
Hyperactivity, is a much disput- 
ed, debated and discussed ail- 
ment. It is said there are as 
many theories for its cause as 
there are doctors who treat it. 

ADHD is diagnosed by symp- 
toms alone. There is no blood 
test to identify it. This makes it 

efiifficult - to be sure if a child 
-abeled ADHD really needs the 
drugs prescribed to control the 
condition. Parents often com- 
plain that the drugs used, such 

, as Ritalin, leave the children in 
a zombie-like state. 

Twenty years ago, Dr. Ben- 
jamin Feingold gave the parents 
of many ADHD children new 

ope with his book, “Why Your 
Child is Hyperactive.”

Dr. Feingold became involved 
in the study of ADHD while 
working with allergy patients. 
He had some patients who 
seemed to be having allergic 
reactions, yet they did not test 
positive for allergies on routine 


tests. He came to suspect that _ 


these people were having aller- 
gic reactions, such as rashes, 
due to sensitivity to food addi- 


` tives, 'The doctor tested this the- 


ory by putting the patients on 
restrictive diets. He figured 
such a diet, which eliminated 
any foods with artificial colors or 
flavorings, certainly could not 
hurt the patients. 

In these test cases, the diet 
worked. The rashes and other 
allergic reactions cleared up. 

Then the doctor received calls 
from another doctor at the same 
institute. It turned out a patient 
he treated for, allergies was also 
being treated by the psychiatric 
department. The psychiatrist 
wanted to know just what Dr. 
Feingold had done to the 
woman. It turned out that 


changing diet had also changed 
her behavior. 

Before being treated by Dr. 
Feingold, the woman was “out of 
control” emotionally and had 
trouble concentrating. On.the 
food additive free diet, she was 
noticeably calmer and happier, 
and reported that she felt more 
in control of her life. 

THE doctor started studying 
the affects of food additives on 
behavior and found that some 
people are more sensitive to 
these'chemicals than others. 

He began working with chil- 
dren who had been diagnosed 
with ADHD and in hundreds of 
test cases found that they bene- 
fited from an additive-free diet. 

In some cases, the diet also 
had to be free of salicylates. Sal- 
icylates are found in aspirin and 
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oeme additives blamed for ADHD symptoms 


in foods such as almonds, 
apples, apple cider, apricots, 
berries, cherries, chili powder, 
cloves, coffee, cucumbers, cur- 
rants, grapes, mint, nectarines, 
oranges, peaches, bell peppers, 
chili peppers, pickles, plums, 


prunes, raisins, tangerines, tea, - 


tomatoes, vinegar and wine. 
Salicylates are believed to dis- 
rupt brain chemistry in some 
children, hence’ the behavior 
problems. It’s a food sensitivity 
reaction, 

Parents became very interest- 
ed in Dr. Feingold’s work and 
other doctors began contacting 
him regarding the connection of 
food additives to ADHD: 

Dr. Feingold developed a diet 
plan, complete with suggested 
recipes: and menus. While he 
states in his book that parents 


should discuss any treatment 
plans with the child’s doctor, he 
also points out that parents are 
the ones with control over the 
child's diet. 

Eliminating foods with chemi- 
cal additives certainly couldn't 
hurt a child. While there might 
be some debate about jyst how 
harmful the additives are, they 
certainly aren’t good for you.

If riot, they could end 
the relationship and find a new 
physician that ` met those 
requirements. s 
' Since we are at times most 
dependent on our physicians, 
doesn't it make sense to have 
one with whom we hayé estab- 
lished a good patient/physician 
gelationship? 


ee Medicare now pays for yearly mammograms 


Congress has changed how 
often Medicare will pay for 
maitimograms. Now, Medicare 
will help pay for a mammo- 
gram every year, for beneficia- 
ries older than 40 years of age. 
€reviously, Medicare covered 
snammograms only every other 
year. This new benefit should 
help reduce deaths from breast 
cancer. 

“Mammograms are an effec- 
tive way to detéct early breast 
cancer, and Medicare beneficia- 
ries should get them yearly,” 
according to Luis Miranda, 
SLD., M.PH. of Florida Medical 
Quality ` Assurance, Inc.

Tell your physician that you 
are interested in improving the 
relationship between yourself 
as a patient and him/her as 
your doctor, that you have set a 
goal of healthy aging and living 
longer, and ask if they-have any 
suggestions. If they don’t show 
interest, it might be time tòcon- 
sider changing doctors. 

Please remember that I am 
not suggesting that you fire 
your doctor. What I am suggest- 
ing is that you consider that 
your doctor is your employee 
and that you base your continu- 
ing relationship on-how well 
your physician provides ser- 
vices to you and your family 
members.

I remember one patient who 
was seeing an ophthalmologist 
in an HMO. She did not feel 
that the doctor was listening to 
her complaints with any real 
interest. She further felt that 
her doctor had formed an opin- 
ion-about her eye problem and 
was not agreeable to her sug- 
gestion that there may also be 
another underlying problem 
that needed treatment. She 
asked for and received permis- 
sion to see another ophthalmol- 
ogist within the HMO group. 
The new doctor reacbéd a differ- 
ent conclusion than the first 
and effectively treated her with 
different medications.

Citing poverty, lack of clean water and 
hunger among “the consequences of rapid pop- 
ulation growth,” Governor Lawton Chiles has 
proclaimed October 25-31 as World Population 
Awareness Week in the state of Florida. 

These consequences, Governor. Chiles 
declares, “are not limited to the developing 
world but extend to all nations and to all peo- 
ple, including every resident of the state of 
Florida concerned for human dignity, freedom 
and democracy.” 

The proclamation notes, “world population 
stands today at more than 5.9 billion and 
increases by more than 80 million per year 
with virtually all of this growth in the least 
developed countries.” With this rapid growth it

Werner Fornos, president of the Population 
Institute, has stated, “The Program of Action 
is by far the most comprehensive population 
agenda ever designed for the purpose of stabi- 
lizing the world’s-population.”

UF researchers develop filter

When 26 children became ill after swimming 
in a kiddie pool at an Atlanta,water park ear- 
lier this ‘summer, health investigators said it 
was because low chlorine levels failed to kill 
harmful bacteria in the water. x 

A coating developed by University of Florida 
engineers and biologists might have prevented 
the June accident by enabling the pool's filter 
to trap the E. coli bacteria - one of many possi- 
ble applications for’ the coating, the 
researchers say. S 

“The problem is, the filters in pools remove ` 
only ‘a small fraction’ of the bacteria. in the 
water, so they’re really dependent on the'chlo- 
rine for decontamination,” said Ben Koopman, 


. a professor in UF's department of environmen- 
` tal engineering sciences. “By using a filter that 


is enhanced in some way, you gain an addi- 
tional barrier.” 

Professor Koopman and three professors in 
chemical engine®&ing,, materials science and 
engineering and microbiology and ‘cell science 
developed the coating as part of more than a 
decade of researching UF's Engineering 
Research Center (ERC). The Kimberly-Clark 
Corp. paid for some of the &t-least $300,000 
devoted to the. research, with the ERC also 
contributing. + 

Dinesh Shah, professor of chemic4l engineer- 
ing and director of the Center for Surface > 
Science and’ Engineering, said the coating | 
enables pool filters and other types of filters to 
trap bacteria, viruses and particles 


est bacteria measure about 10,000 angstroms, 
he said. 

The key to the coating’s effectiveness is its 
ability to give the filter a positive electrical 
charge, Professor Shah said. Viruses, bacteria 
and tiny particles tend to be negatively 
charged, so the coating attracts the objects to 
the filter. The result is decontaminated water 
without the addition of chlorine or other chem- 
icals, Professor Shah said. 

Tests of a coated swimming pool filter with 
contaminated water in a laboratory showed it 
trapped more than 90 percent of pathogens, 
compared with between 10 and 30 percent for, 
the-same uncoated filter, said Samuel Farrah, 
a professor of microbiology and cell science at 
UF's College of Agriculture. 

But swimming pool filters aren't the only 
application, Professor Shah said. Coated filters 
could also prove useful for soldiers or hikers 
whose only source of drinking water may be 
contaminated ponds or streams. While such 
water can be treated now with chlorine, the 
chemical does not eliminate toxins present in 
dead bacteria, and some bacteria are chlorine- 
resistant, Proféssor Shah said. 

“The idea is, you could supply a plastic bottle 
with this filter built-in,” he'said. , = 

The coating may also prove ùseful-to the sil- 
icone chip manufacturing industry, Professor 
Shah said. Chip makers use large amounts of 
ultra pure water to polish silicon wafers.

These consequences, Governor . Chiles 
declares, “are not limited to the developing 
world but extend to all nations and to all peo- 
ple, including every resident of the state of 
Florida concerned for human dignity, freedom 
and democracy.” 

The proclamation notes, “world population 
stands today at more`than .5.9 billion and 
incre: by more than 80 million per ‘year 
with virtually all of this growth in the least 
developed countries.” With this rapid growth it 
is necessary to provide universal access to vol- 
untary family planning information, education 
rvices to “ensure world population stabi- 
tion at 8 billion or less rather than 12 bil- 
lion or more.” 

Governor Chiles states, “demographic stud- 
ies and surveys indicate at least 120 million 
married women in the developing world...want 
more control over their fertility but lack access 
to family planning.” 

The consequences of rapid population growth 
affects people in developing nations as well as 
industrialized nations. Worldwide, 1.3 billion 
people live in absolute poverty, on the equiva- 
lent of one U.S. dollar or less a day; 1.5 billion 
people lack an adequate supply of clean drink-

ing water or sanitation; and morethan 840 
million people are hungry or malnourished 


Governor Chiles condemns these ghastly con- # 


sequences. . 

In 1994 at the United Nations’ International 
Conference on Population and Development 
160 countries agreed upon an innovative 
Program of Action. Now, almost five years 
later, the Population Institute dedicates this 
year's World Population Awareness Week to 
evaluating accomplishments and failures in 
seeking voluntary and responsible solutions to 
ue of rapid population growth. 

Werner Fornos, president pf the Population 
Institute, has stated, “The Program of Action 
is by far the most comprehensive population 
agenda ever designed for the purpose of stabi- 
lizing the world’s population.” The Population 
Institute has been the chief sponsor of World 
Population Awareni Week since the occa- 
sion’s inception in 1985. 

Joining With Governor Chiles in calling for 
citizens of Florida to seek “rational, humani- 
tarian, community-based solutions” to the 
challenges of population growth are mayors 
like Jotin Land, Allen Green, Joyce Rogers, 
and Patrick Slevin. 

Last year, governors of 33 states and mayors 
of more than 200 U.S. cities proclaimed World 
Population Awareness Week. More than 400 
organizations in the United States and abroad 
are observing the week this year. 


UF researchers develop filter

When 26 children became ill after swimming 
in a kiddie pool at an Atlanta water park ear- 
lier this summer, health investigators said it 
was because low chlorine levels failed to kill 
harmful bacteria in the water. ~ 

A coating developed by University of Florida 
engineers and biologists might have prevented 
the June accident by enabling the pool’s filter 
to trap the E. coli bacteria - one of many possi- 
ble applications for the coating, the 
researvhers say. 

“The problem is, the filters in pools remove 
only a small fraction of the bacteria ‘in the 
water, so they’re really dependent on the chlo- 
rine for decontamination,” said Ben Koopman, 
a professor in UF's department of environmen- 
tal engineering sciences. “By using a filter that 
is enhanced in some: way, you gain an addi- 
tional barrier.” 

Professor Koopman and three professors in 
chemical engineering, ‘materials science and 
engineering and microbiology and cell science 
developed the cating as part of more than a 
decade of researching UF's Engineering 
Research Center (ERC). The Kimberly-Clark 
Corp. paid for some of the at-least $300,000 
devoted to the research, with the ERC also 
contributing. 

Dinesh Shaf, professor of chemical engineer- 
ing and director of the Center for Surface 
Science and Engineering, said the -coating 
enables pool filters and other types of filters to 
trap bacteria, virusesgeff particles as small ag 
500 angstroms.: One‘angstrom measures one 
ten-billionth of & meter. Viruses range in size 
from 500 to 1,000 angstroms, while the small- 


est bacteria measure about 10,000 angstroms, 
he said. 

The key to the.coating’s effectiveness is its 
ability to give the filter a positive electrical 
charge, Professor Shah said. Viruses, bacteria 
and tiny particles tend to be negatively 
charged, so the coating attracts the objects to. 
the filter. The result is decontaminated water 
without the addition of chlorine or other chem- 
icals, Professor Shah said. 

Tests of a coated swimming pool filter with 
contaminated water in a laboratory showed it 
trapped more than 90 percent of pathogens, 
compared with between 10 and 30 percent for 
thè same uncoated filter, said Samuel Farrah, 
a professor of microbiology and cell science at 
UF's College of Agriculture. 

But swimming pool filters aren't the only 
application, Professor Shah said. Coated filters 
could also prove useful for soldiers or hikers 
whose only source of drinking-water maybe 
contaminated ponds or streams. While such 
water can be treated now with chlorine, the 
chemical does not eliminate toxins present in 
dead bacteria, and somie bacteria are chlorine- 
resistant, Professor Shah said. 

“The idea is, you could supply a plastic bottle 
with this filter, built-in,” he said. 

The coating may also prove useful to the sil- 
icone chip manufacturing Ù dustry, Professor 
Shah said. Chip makers use, large amounts of 
ultra pure water to polish silicon wafers. 
Depending on the availability and cost of 
water, they-sometimes have to install purifica- 

(tion or distillation equipment.to recycle the 
water. These processes are expensive, and the 
filter, coating promises a cheaper recycling 
technology, Professor Shah said.

Motors were busy wrapping up 
a marketing presentation on 
their new upscale Denali by 
addressing the issue of why the 
vehiclé was going to be as 
expensive as it is. 

Perhaps it was the fetid air 
inside the conference room of 
gvhat they liked to call the 
Norman Bates Memorial Hotel 
(for the record, mother-loving 
Norman would havé had too 
much sense to stay there), but 
in a surprising move one of the 
GMC people came dangerously 
close to admitting the truth’ 
“Let’s just say,” he noted in an 
ironic tone, “that we want to 
“ive them an opportunity to 
spend their money.” 

Many of the other GMC 
types chuckled appreciatively 
at that, but when:a smart-Alex 
auto writer said, “So you’re 
marketing Denali as a public 
service?”, they laughed uproar- 
iously and repeated the remark 
to themselves throughout the 
“sst of the program. 

Considering the nature‘ of 
the luxury sport-ute market, 
Tm not surprised they laughed 
uproariously, I’m surprised 
they didn’t wet thémselves. 

Think of how little a car 
company has to do to get into

the hottest market in the busi- 
ness: Take an existing sport- 
ute, hang a couple of cosmetic 
bits on the outside, stick some 
wood where plastic normally 
goes; strip in bits of leather as 
required, toss in a unique 
device’ or some new technology 
(this is optional), make virtual- 
ly every geegaw and gimmick 
you can think of part of the 
standard package, jack the 
sticker price way beyond the 
real cost of the actual changes

hang a trendy name on it. 

All that’s left to do then is 
try not to got run over by the 
crowds of impressionable peo- 
ple with more cash than self- 
confidence as they rush 
through your dealership doors. 

If you think this is an exag- 
geration, consider the lem- 
ming-like procession,to buy the 
Lincoln Navigator, which is 
pretty much a Ford Expedition 
in a suit from Rodeo Drive. 

Even more remarkable is 
the success of the Land Rover, 
which is just about the worst 
sport-utility on the market and 
sells only because it is the most 
expensive one on the market. 

These are the folks, GMC 
executives told me, who like to 
park their sport-utes against 
smaller, less expensive models 
to make the other owners feel 
inadequate. 

In this market, the Yukon- 
based Denali will fit right in, 


and so will its smaller Envoy 
sibling, which uses the same 
technique described above 
(leather, wood, geegaws, price, 
etc) but is based on the less- 
expensive GMC Jimmy. 

Both Denali and Envoy 


begin with competent vehicles 
with less exalted pricetags and 
go from there, but not too far. I 
mean, if you were familiar with 
the drive or ride of a Yukon or

Dimensionally and techni- 
cally they're virtually the same 
as their downscale siblings, 
which, as I say, is acceptable 
since they’re solid vehicles. 

At the base of Denati (which 
is a bad-joke-reference to. the 
fact that Denali is the name of 
America’s highest mountain 
range) is the Yukon’s signifi- 
cant interior volume and it'll- 
do powertrain. 

On that last point, Denali 
uses GM’s 5.7-liter V8, which 
turns out a healthy 255 horses 
at 4,600 rpm and 330 pound- 
feet of torque at 2,800 rpm. 

In a smaller, lighter vehicle, 
that’s killer stuff. But in some- 
thing as big as this it can get 
winded. 

Tm thinking particularly of 
the long stretch of I-40 from 
Kingman to Flagstaff, when 
the Denali I piloted. struggled 
hard to keep going at a steady 
75 mph in one gear. It had to 
slip-slide-slip between third 
and fourth until it made my 
jaw ache, and it didn’t want to 
stay in a straight line in a 
brisk crosswind. 

Apparently there’s a new 
transmission coming that will 
fix the inveterate gear-hunt-

ing, and there is a more power- 
ful engine is on the way, but I 
can’t promise you the Denali 
won't flail about in the wind 
any more than a Yukon will. 

Most of the time on the 
highway, though, the Yukon 
Denali should behave in a 
stately but sure-footed manner 
at all times, like a grandmoth- 
er in a pair of hiking boots. In 
traffic on busy city streets, 
Denali is like all other large 
sport-utes in the way it imi- 
tates an elephant on skis try-., 
ing to u-turn back to the lodge. 

On pure ride-and-drive 
terms, Envoy was much the 
superior vehicle. It uses only 
the 4.3-liter Vortec with small- 
er (190 at’ 4,400 and 250 at 
2,800) horsepower and torque, 
respectively, numbers, but that, 
V6 seems better suited to the 
lighter and more compact 
Envoy. 

When I say “compact,” it is a 
highly. relative term, since. 
Envoy is still capable of haul- 
ing four (they say fiva but 
that’s pushing it) and a goodly 
amount of stuff. 

The larger Denali is much 
more capable here, with five 
actually having a chance at 
comfort and there being lots 
more room for their stuff.

‘Threshold braking is the application 
of braking force to the point just 
*efore the tire “locks up" and begins 
to skid across the road surface. 


In other words, threshold braking - 


is getting the most out of your brak- 


ing system and stopping the vehicle ` 


; in the shortest possible distance. It 


sounds simple, but like every. other , 


driving skill it takes practice to do it 
‘effectively and consistently. ‘ 
» There are some mechanical issues 


more efficiently than one that is slid- 
ing. That, and the fact that a sliding 
tire won't steër are two good reasons 
to do what ever you have to do to 
avoid locking up one of more of your 
tires. 

When you apply tþo-brakes the 
vehicle’s weight shiffs forward. The 
harder you apply the brakes the more 
weight shifts. The more abruptly you 
apply the brakes, the:more abruptly 
the weight shifts. Managing that 
weight shift therefore becomes a part 
of the process. 

Simply nail the brakes as hard as 
you can, and the vehicle is bound to 
bounce on its suspension causing the 
weight on the tires to increase 
sharply and then quickly decrease as 
the vehicle rebounds on the suspen-
